NOTE: The Examiner reviewed the proposed amendment and was initially not clear how to treat claims 20-22 
because they are marked (NOT ENTERED) by the Applicant. Upon review of the remarks, it was clear that these were intended to be 
acted on^ofid were presented in place of canceled claims 12-14. Nonetheless, Applicant's notation on claims 20-22 makes their status 
unclear on their face. Upon review of these claims, however, the Examiner thought that claims 20-22 presented a new issue that wouli 
requife new consideration and/or search. In particular, not only would they have to be compared to the prior art of record and any new 
prior art, but they also present a new Section 112 issue in that it is not clear how the cllliary muscles can apply force (claims 1, 7. and 
15) when they are in a relaxed state (claims 20-22). 
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
